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THE  "NUMISMATIC?"  OUIJA  BOARD 


by  Richard  Paul  Payne 
(Written  Christmas  Day,  1969) 

My  family  and  I had  a very  lovely  Christmas  with  plenty  of 
good  will  all  around,  a big  dinner  and  loads  of  gifts  for  the 
kids.  Among  the  gifts  received  by  my  second  eldest  son.  Bob, 
age  12,  was  a Ouija  Board  which  I'll  never  understand  why  my 
wife  bought.  (Doubt)  Bob  had  never  seen  one  before  and  did- 
n't know  what  to  make  of  it. 

Anyway,  the  board  seems  to  have  taken  a back  seat  to  the  many 
other  items  under  the  tree  until  much  later  when  after  dinner 
my  married  sister  dropped  in  with  her  kids  for  a visit.  Some- 
how after  a time  when  many  of  the  games  and  toys  had  been 
hauled  out  and  tried  out  they  got  around  to  playing  with  this 
Ouija  Board.  My  sister,  who  is  somewhat  of  a believer,  has 
one  of  her  own  at  home  and  offered  to  show  Bob  how  it  worked. 
According  to  her  each  board  is  controlled  by  someone  long 
gone  to  "you  know  where".  He  or  she  has  a past  history. 

Name,  birthday,  etc.  etc.  which  is  revealed  in  confidence. 

Now  I am  known  around  here  as  a professional  skeptic  of  every- 
thing from  politics  to  the  weather  man  whom  I distrust  infin- 
itely. So  as  I was  sitting  at  my  desk  peacefully  browsing 
through  some  papers  my  son  called  to  me  from  the  living  room 
where  he  and  my  sister  were  engrossed  with  the  Ouija  Board. 

He  asked  me  if  I had  any  questions  for  the  "All  Knowing  Board" 
to  answer.  Half  absorbed  in  my  studies,  but  wanting  to  help 
out  and  go  along  with  the  game  I said  to  him  to  "ask  what 
series  of  world  coin  would  show  the  greatest  advance  in  the 
next  six  months". 

Now  this,  I would  hazard  to  state,  is  strictly  the  farthest 
out  form  of  speculation  in  the  history  of  numismatics,  and  I 
had  to  chuckle  for  asking  about  it.  Ch  well,  let  them  have 
their  fun.  Now,  right  here  I must  make  it  absolutely  clear 
that  my  sister's  knowledge  of  coins  is  so  limited  that  she 
has  trouble  distinguishing  a silver  dime  from  a clad  one. 

So,  as  I sat  at  my  desk  returning  to  my  original  thoughts  the 
two  of  them  continued  on  with  their  project.  A few  minutes 
later  my  sister  hollered  in  to  me  and  asked  if  "Five  Kings" 
meant  anything  to  me,  whereas  I sat  straight  up  in  my  chair 
and  stared  blankly  at  the  wall.  I certainly  had  understood 
what  it  could  be.  Now  my  curiosity  was  being  aroused,  but 
still  the  skeptic  I couldn't  help  but  think  my  leg  was  being 
tugged  just  a trifle. 

I didn't  know  what  was  going  on  in  there  but  I was  going  to 
find  out  for  myself.  I told  them  to  wait  a minute  as  I want- 
ed to  see  how  it  was  done.  Out  of  my  desk,  which  I always 
keep  under  lock  and  key,  I took  out  a coin  which  I had  received 
just  a few  days  ago  in  the  mail.  It  was  a BU  issue  of  the 
Lesotho  Crown  which  besides  being  inserted  in  a poly  holder 
was  also  in  a heavy  brown  Kraft  2x2  envelope  which  I also 
had  sealed  with  masking  tape. 
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Now,  nobody,  but  nobody,  knows  what  is  in  that  envelope  but 
me.  I took  the  envelope  and  handed  it  to  my  sister  who  prompt- 
ly laid  it  on  top  of  the  little  triangular  gagdet  with  three 
legs.  I said,  "O.K.  Swami,  here's  a dandy  for  you  to  work  on 
but  don't  take  more  than  a week  to  guess". 

As  I sat  there  watching  the  little  gadget  move  around  with 
the  brown  envelope  on  it  between  their  fingers  my  wife  jotted 
down  the  numbers  and  letters  as  they  were  read  off.  I was 
dumbfounded  because  I couldn't  believe  what  I was  hearing.  I 
was  sort  of  waiting  for  her  to  spell  out  the  name  of  the  coun- 
try, LESOTHO.  No,  that  would  be  too  much.  Or  would  it?  Still, 
I didn't  know  what  to  expect.  Then,  the  thing  started  to  move 
and  out  came  the  letters,  one  by  one,  in  this  order  ...  D-A-R-K 
. . .C-0-N-T-I-.  By  this  time  I just  couldn't  hold  back  and  I 
interrupted  them  and  whatever  was  to  followwas  fouled  up.  I 
asked  them  to  begin  again.  By  this  time  I was  thoroughly  en- 
grossed with  the  project. 

After  a little  warmup  the  wierd  little  triangle  again  started 
to  move  under  their  finger  tips,  the  letters  coming  feverishly 
slow.  "Q-U-E-E-N-R-U-L-E-D-I-V-I-D-E-D  ....14",  and  then  the 
number  14,  as  if  a mistake,  was  corrected  to  "17".  This  part 
I don't  understand  too  well  because  I'm  not  well  acquainted 
with  Africa,  although  someone  else  might  know  the  answer. 

Still  not  satisfied  completely,  I asked  for  one  of  the  three 
words  which  are  on  the  coin  and  are  the  Motto,  not  in  English, 
but  in  the  native  language.  The  first  word  of  the  motto  is 
"KHOTSO".  Again  the  triangle  started  to  move.  The  first  two 
letters  out  were  "K-H"  and  I was  ready  to  flip  being  that  this 
is  a rare  letter  combination  in  English.  From  there  on  the 
message  got  all  jumbled  up  but  I'll  repeat  it  for  anyone  who 
might  like  to  try  to  figure  it  out.  It  repeated  the  letters 
"K-H"  and  continued  "K-H-A-E-I-R-P-R-H-R-M" . 

From  there  the  controlling  forces  signed  off.  The  board  was 
put  back  in  the  box  under  the  Christmas  tree  where  I can  see 
it  as  I finish  this  article.  Mass  produced  by  the  tens  or 
hundreds  of  thousands,  made  of  plastic,  paste-board,  colored 
paper  and  a few  bits  of  metal,  available  in  almost  any  five 
and  dime  store,  it  lies  still  now,  saying  nothing.  I'm  still 
a doubter.  I will  probably  still  have  my  chuckles.  I am  dis- 
satisfied and  also  very  curious.  I shall  have  to  see  what 
else  this  thing  has  to  say. 

I'm  not  sure  if  it  was  Conan  Doyle  or  someone  else  who  said 
it  but,  I heard  this  many  years  age  and  always  remember  it: 

"Wrong  conclusions  are  usually  the  result  of  the 
lack  of  comprehensive  analysis".

AFGHANISTAN  --  Durrani  Empire : 

The  Coins  of  Ahmad shahi  (Qandahar ) : 


Qandahar  dominated  the  southern  portion  of  Afghanistan.  It 
had  been  held  by  the  Persians  since  1648.  However,  during 
the  declining  years  of  the  Persian  dynasty  of  the  Safavids, 
it  fell  to  the  Ghilzai  Afghan  tribe,  about  1709.  It  was  re- 
covered by  Nadir  Shah  Af shari  on  his  march  to  India  in  1738. 
Nadir  chose  a new  site  for  a city  here,  which  he  renamed  Na- 
dirabad.  At  the  same  time,  he  resettled  the  Afghan  tribe 
of  the  Abdalis  in  the  area.  They  had  been  in  exile  at  Hirat 
from  their  ancestral  home  after  the  Ghilzai  conquest  forced 
them  to  leave  Qandahar. 

After  the  death  of  Nadir  by  assassination  in  1747,  the  Ab- 
dalis retreated  to  Qandahar  (Nadirabad)  from  India,  where 
they  were  serving  as  allies  of  the  Afsharid  invaders.  Here 
the  Afghans  elected  Sardar  Ahmad  Khan  Abdali  as  their  king. 
He  chose  the  name  of  Durr  i Durran  (pearl  of  pearls)  as  his 
dynastic  name,  and  thus  inaugurated  the  Durrani  Empire.  To 
commemorate  the  inauguration  of  his  new  dynasty  he  commanded 
that  a new  city  be  built  at  the  site  of  Qandahar,  which  he 
renamed  Ahmadshahi.  It  took  eleven  years  to  build  the  new 
city,  and  no  coins  were  struck  there  until  its  completion. 
It  then  became  the  capital  of  his  Empire  and  was  given  the 
epithet,  Ashraf  al-Bilad,  "Most  Illustrious  of  Cities". 

At  the  death  of  Ahmad  Shah,  his  vizir,  Shah  Wali  Khan,  pro- 
claimed Mirza  Sulaiman  emperor,  even  though  Taimur  Shah  was 
the  recognized  heir  apparent.  Taimur  led  an  army  against 
Sulaiman  and  quickly  defeated  him.  The  pretender  was  blind- 
ed, and  the  vizir  was  executed.  The  execution  caused  so  much 
resentment  amongst  the  people  of  Ahmadshahi  that  the  capital 
was  removed  to  Kabul,  where  it  has  remained  ever  since. 

On  Taimur 's  death,  Humayun  pretended  to  the  throne  at  Ahmad- 
shahi but  was  opposed  by  Zaman,  a half-brother  (Taimur  left 
23  sons),  who  quickly  defeated  him  and  had  him  blinded. 
Thereafter,  Mahmud,  brother  of  Humayun,  actively  opposed 
Zaman  Shah,  using  Hirat  as  his  stronghold.  Shah  Zaman's 
impolitic  execution  of  the  Barakzai  chief,  Payanda  Khan,  led 
to  his  downfall  at  the  hands  of  Mahmud.  Thereafter  the  Durr- 
ani power  became  dissipated  in  civil  strife  between  the  sons 
of  Taimur  Shah,  Mahmud  Shah  and  Shuja'  al-Mulk  Shah,  a full 
brother  to  Zaman.  Shah  Shuja'  was  first  proclaimed  emperor 
at  Pashawar  in  1801,  but  was  chased  into  the  hills  soon 
after.  No  coins  are  known  of  any  mint  for  his  first  reign. 

During  the  ups  and  downs  of  Mahmud  and  Shuja',  their  sons 
Kamran  and  Fath  Jang  and  some  puppets  of  collateral  branches 
of  the  family  of  Taimur  appearing  briefly  on  the  throne,  the 
Barakzai  tribe  of  Afghans  assumed  powerful  positions  in  the 
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state.  Eventually,  they  felt  strong  enough  to  rule  in  their 
own  names. 

The  coins  of  Ahmadshahi  are  normally  of  full  weight  and  good 
fabric.  Many  bear  the  epithet  of  Ashraf  al-Bilad.  Oily  one 
coin  is  known  with  the  name  of  Qandahar  (No.  35)  which  is 
quite  a handsome  coin  of  distinctive  engraving.  Ahmadshahi 
is  retained  on  many  Barakzai  coins,  as  well.

DATE  CHECK  REQUEST  FCR  CZECHC6  LOVAKIAN  COINAGE 


by  Dolores  H.  Davis 

In  cross-referencing  three  different  works  on  Czechoslovakia 
I have  found  many  conflicting  reports  in  the  below  listed 
coins  (Yeoman's  numbering  system  used  for  easy  reference  for 
all  collectors).  In  order  to  gather  additional  information 
regarding  these  coins  for  a final  report  to  collectors,  I am 
asking  the  help  of  all  collectors  who  read  this;  your  help 
will  greatly  contribute  to  the  final  report.  Even  if  you 
have  only  one  coin  from  the  list,  please  report  it  --  it  just 
might  be  one  of  the  conflicting  dates. 

There  are  two  reported  varieties  of  Slovakia  Y-S25,  one  type 
being  with  the  cross  atop  the  church  held  in  the  hand  of  the 
first  left  figure,  the  other  is  with  the  cross  removed  from 
atop  the  church.  One  of  these  two  is  the  scarcer  issue.  It 
would  help  greatly  to  know  the  correct  amount  of  each  that 
is  held  by  collectors. 

A second  variety  exists  of  the  Y-65  issued  dated  1963.  The 
regular  1963  has  a rounded  top  3.  The  issue  listed  as  YA-65 
has  a flat  top  3.  Also  reported  on  this  coin  (YA-65)  is  an 
issue  with  a dot  to  each  side  of  the  date.  If  you  have  a 
flat  top  3 please  mention  the  fact  of  dots  or  no  dots  for 
further  reference  on  this  piece.

With  all  the  new  features  and 
an  addition  of  52  pages,  the  price  is  only  $2.95,  an  increase 
of  only  45$  over  the  previous  edition. 


The  biggest  feature  of  this  new  eleventh  edition  is  the  76 
page  section  devoted  to  all  types  of  Canadian  banknotes.  A 
great  many  new  photographs  have  been  added  to  this  section 
and  the  listing  of  banknotes  for  the  Chartered  banks  and 
the  non-negotiable  notes  of  broken  and  defunct  banks  has  been 
greatly  enlarged.
